Prodn. of new monoclonal antibodies (MAb) against human interferon 
alpha- 1 (I) comprises immunising Balb/c mice with human leucocyte 
interferon; fiising spleen cells with murine myeloma cells; selecting 
hybridomas; determining antigen specificity; selection of specific 
hybridomas and then mass replication in vitro or in vivo. The new 
feature is that antigen specificity is determined by an antibody 
inhibition test and by immuno-affinity chromatography, and clone 
ZIM-HGl 1 (deposited as DDR-0087) is replicated conventionally by cell 
culture or transplantation.
